OEORGE-BRICKER AMENDMENT VOTE— Revela- 
tions of pro-Russian Influence on our wartime and 
postwar treaties and agreementa were largely re- 
sponsible for the fact that the georje-Brlcker amend- 
ment lost by only a single vote in the senate. Such 
unBfiftn IKrures ar Alger -HlsirHarry - Dexter White, 
Lauchlln Ourrle aiid Elisabeth Bently had a finger 
In the balloting on restriction of the Pmldent'i treaty- 
tnaking power.

BERLIN— la the waka of the Ber- 
lin conference many skeptics are 
saying that the European defense 
community will be either delayed to 
desth or rejected outright But West 
Oeiman Chancellor Eonrad Aden- 
auer 1* not one oj tbuu. In a long 
t«lk with thli GOT. 
respondent he ex- 
preseed hia un- 
shakeable convic- 
tion that a uol- 
f led Europe will 
Comt into being. 

He predicted 
that by niJdsunj- 
mer the ir ea ty 
would be ratified^ 
"Die ohanoellor 
WUl do bis beet to 
prevent the op- . ^ 
pOBlUon In Prance 
and elsewhere from daUyliv kctlon 
until It Is determined at the Geneva 
oonfsranoe whether a negotiated 
truce can be arrived at In the Indo- 
Ohlna war. After gaining that de- 
lay the Russians could propose 
another conference for Beptfnber 
and then that would mean itlll 
another delay. 

Adenauer is working on ■ plan 
WbJch he hoi>es will bring agreement 
With fVanoe-on a solution of the 
thorny problem of the Saar. While 
he is Biuarded about the nature of 
this solution, he apparently means 
to combine parte of the plan that 
originated with French Foreign 
UlnUter Oeorges Bldault and for- 
mer Foreign Minister Robert Schu-- 
Ojann. with elftmeat) of the p'roposaJ 
worked out In a committee of the 
council of Europe. He said with a 
kind of quiet solemnity that he was 
convinced EDO was the best way 
and perhaps the only was to prevent 
the rise of the Oerman military 
•plriL 

Por more than two years Adenauer 
haa been planning and plotting the 
course of EDCJ, convinced always 
that it was the only way to prevent 
a recurrence of tie tragedy that 
three times since 1870 has seen 
Prance and Germany In mortal 
comttat and the third time brought 
Europe to the very edge of ruin. The 
West Oermany leader told me he la , 
confident that when TDC is ratified, 
the la Oerman division* which will 
be Germany's contribution csn bo 
brought into being In IB months. 

This is more optlmlsllo than other, 
estimates, which put the time at a 
minimum of three years. But evi- 
dence of a real desire among many 
Germans to brinj military power In- , 
to t>elng again Is the fact that even ' 
though no call has been Issued aa 
yet, already 100.000 applications for 
'service In tho new army are on file. 
This Includes oppllcatlotis from 25,- 
000 former officers, 

Lieut. -Gen, Adolf Heualnger. a 
member of the inter-European plan-' 
nlng committee for EDC, believeif it 
would take a year to bring tho 
cadres of commissioned and non- 
commissioned officers Into being. 
He polnte pu t.thaLA-cattluLacrcea-! 
Ing process will bo necessary In or- 
der keep out those who were po- 
litical officers In tho nail army. 
Then in the second year wltli a draft 
of 12 divisions — four of them panzer 
divisions— would bo filled up. 

In the course _ot oiu-_t(ilK.I doked 
Adenauer how much of the equip- 
ment would have to be supplied by 
America. He replied simply: Every- 



thing. The treaty with the three 
powere that atUl Uchnkally occupy 
West Germany ^nd tho Bonn re- 
public forbid, a* the chancellor 
pointed out. the produoUoo of any 
anna other . th*n smaU arm* for 
huriUng and the police. Therefore, 
the ooatly armored" equipment fw » 
modem army must come from the 
United etateL 

With a kind of sadness Adenauer 
■poke of the po*lUon of the social 
demooraU who have held all their 
IM members in parliament in Imo 
against EDO. ThoU" position after 
lho Berlin conference, said the 
chaucenbr, Wai Bftnkrupt.- and that 
waa sad because a healthy opposi- 
tion Is essential to a democracy. The 
Boclalista have gone on repeating 
year after year tho same line. Tho? 
want Germany to be free of both 
UdMUl the Btniggle, Yet. IronloaUy 
enotigb, they have been most clam- 
orous to have American troop* re- 
main on German soli. It Is as though 
they feel that the presence of Amer- 
icana in uniform will somehow guar- 
antee a Germany in which the fierce 
spirit of -the wohrmacht will never 
again emerge. 

Adenauer feels It would greatly 
help ratiflcaUon of EDO If the Unit- 
ed fltatea. would give a fUed com- 
mitment to keep troops In weatem 
Europe for a long period ofVean. 
But be added quickly that Secretary 
of State DuUes had explabied to blm 
in their recent talk at the Bonn air- 
port that because of legal and politic 
cal complications such a guarantee 
could not be made. 

Adenauer insists that be baa no' 
planj whatsoever that take- possible 
railure of EDC into account. Ha re- 
fuses to believe that such a failure Is 
possible. There comes a time, h* says 
grimly, when you must put your 
cards on .the table and have a idiow 
down. His whole career as he haa 
risen In popular favor from a com- 
parative unknown to bocome a 'na- 
tional and almost a folk hero has 
been pointed on making Germany ^ 
part of the European commumty.'lf 
that effort falls, his hold will bo 
weakened and the future of Ger- 
many — and Europe— will be, to say 
the very least, uncertain. 

Tht metamorphosis of Adenauer 
himself from a provincial German 
Into a European and even a world 
oltlien may aland, if his policy suc- 
ceeds, OS a symbol of what can hap- 
pen to tlie German people. For 16 
years as mayor of Cologne, ho never 
once vUlted Paris although It Is a 
drive of only five or six hours. Today 
his asaocJatoa worry becausft the old 
gentleman has grown so fond of 
travel that he wants to be on the 
move much of the time. 

On March B he is starting out on 
a tour of Greece and Turkey that 
will bring him back to Bonn only a 
few days before ho must go to a 
meeting of the six European foreign 
ministers at BniMels.

This downward drive of roots ^Is 
not a mere sagging due to weight, 
for in water, where a plant may 
float, roots still go down. Or even 
In mercury, their tips still point 
downward. 

This rlght-slde-down drive Is call- 
ed geotropism— meanfng, a pull to 
the center of the earth. The re- 
verse, for want of a better name. 
Is called negative geotroplsm which 
iB tho drive which causes tho ntem to 
grow away from the ceiTt«r of the 
earth. 

The thbd form of this tendency, 
which -causes parts of the plant-^ 
such as the runners, sldo roots and ' 
side branches— to grow at a certain 
angle to the up-and-down drive, is 
called dlageotroplsm. (The ^Ical 
shape of trees la partly due-to-thia 
response in brancbea— it causes the 
fir's branches to stand out hori- 
zontally, regardless of the steep

5ab!M need to be talked to as they 
i in their baskela or cribs, wide- 
eyed, listening, watching, interest- 
ed In what goes on. They need to 
become familiar with their mother's 
voice, need to hear words, need the 
feeling ot belcg counted In as an 
important person. 

"But he can't' understand a word 
w c-^yi-. Don't - bo -too-aur* - o t - tha L 
Maybe they do not distinguish words 
In Che beginning; they probably do 
not. but they recognize tones. A gay 
friendly tone will make a baby 
amile. That means. It registered. A 
cross tone certainly registers, for 

^he baby c ries. 

Little children have to learn to 
iLiten and to talk, and, to do cither 
or both, as we hope they will, they 
must liear-spokcn InnBuage. When 
mother sings a lullaby, usually the 
same one over and over, tho baby 
learns tho sounds, tlien tho words. 
When, -In time, his mother reclte.i 
nonsccTC rhymes as she dres.ica him, 
he laugh.-i In enjoyment ot the Jlnsle 
In tho words and In tho aatlstactlon 
ho fcel.i In the rhythm. But these 
are Important In the learning of 
speech, and tho early days are the 
letirnlng days for tlial. 

Ca.iuiil converHatlon, one - aided 
though It In with tho baby. la a 
sllmulnnt to his speech. Very soon, 
tho liltio one who Is talked to begins 
lo talk in hta turn, making cheerful 
babbling sounds which are his first 
effort at speech, his first exprewlnn 
ol liLi desire to bo In conununlcatlon 
with his people. 

Tlie tone ot voice used In talking 
to a baby in Important, bccnUHo he, 
lint uridcrstiiudiiiK tlio wiudn, lirurn 
only Ihti tones and If they ure 



gentle, pleasant, clear and musical, 
he Is soothed, assured and comfort- 
ed. If they are loud. Irritable, harsh, 
they shock the baby, make him draw 

■ay from those who speak that 
way. And he. when he taJka, ' 
use the tones U> which he haa been 
accustomed. 

Speech is learned by Imitation. 
Chtldran-niust learn -to talk and ' 
that Is far from the easy matter 
tho grown-up people, having forgot- 
ten their hard won battle for speech, 
think It is. Children have to malce 
a great effort to learn speech and 
they learn largely by Imitating tho 
speech of those nearest to them for 
the" ^ongest " limer~UBUHlly~tli,e'r 
mothers. 

Talk to the baby. Talk to the 
runabout child. Teach them rhymes, 
short prayers, . hi tji Qr.good E_ngllsh 
ouch as proverbs, scraps of poetry 
and hymns. Singing .to them_hDlpa 
greatly In this matter of early speech 
training. But begin early, with the 
baby as ho lies listening and 
tchlng In his crib.

straight month. 

Wheat and oats Inoreaeed 1 cent 
per buahel, barley 3 centa a bushel, 
apples 3B cents a bushel, hay 30 
cents a ton. allalla seed $1.10 per 
hundred pounds and hogs 40 cents 
-per hundred pounds. 

Cattle dropped 20 cents and lambs 
30 cents per hundred pounds. But- 
terfat 1 cent a pound and milk 10 
cents per hundred pounds.
